I have now gathered together approximately two 
hundred Greek coins and my interest in the subject is on the in= 
crease. Unfortunately I seem to have obtained a specimen of most 
of the common varieties. In some cases the coins are in excellent 
condition and in others in only mediocre condition. 


Apparently my next step is to obtain choice examples 
of those coins that are represented only by mediocre specimens and 
also add some of the less common types. In either case I find 
the values placed by dealers on either extraordinary specimens 
of the common types or mediocre specimens of the rarer types 
range from $50 up to several thousand dollars. The collection 
so far represents an average cost of only about $10 or $15 per 
coine 


What I had in mind was thise I should like to 
bring the collection over and show it to Mr. Newell. He could 
then, if he were willing, comment on what I have done and possib- 
ly make suggestions as to what should be the next steps to be 
followede I am thoroughly convinced that I would rather pay 
high prices for extraordinary specimens than low prices for 
mediocre specimens but when one comes to paying, say, an aver- 
age of $100 a coin rather than $10 or $15 one hesitates as mis- 
takes are naturally more serious to one's pocketbook.

On the other hand I would greatly appreciate Mr. Newell's opinion 
as to the price of such a coine The price Mr. Chapman has placed 
on it is $650. I am well aware of the difficulting of comparing 
coins of this character yet I should greatly appreciate a sincere 
judgment from either you or Mr. Newell as to whether I am likely 
to get a better specimen for about this level of price. Mr. Ray- 
mond sent me a coin of this kind this spring priced at $700 which 
was worn and somewhat off center. I shall only be able to buy one 
of this type and very frankly I do not want to put the amount of 
money that this involves in this coin if I am likely to find another 
better one at about this price.

I certainly appreciate your letter of October 
18th. You will observe that in my question I realized the del- 
icate position I was putting you in and therefore I endeavored 
to put it in such a way that an unwillingness to answer it cate- 
gorically would not embarrass youe I have carefully compared Mr. 
Chapman's coin with recent offerings in catalogues. Apparently it 
is the coin described in the Hirsch catalogue of the Hirsch Geneva 
salé of Jure 27-29 and described as No.546,(1928).At least if the 
Chapman coin is not the one described by Hirsch Nowe 346 #£«®it is 
identical with it,- identical to the smallest imperfection described 
in the Hirsch illustration. Hirsch describes this coin as worth 
between 3,000 and 5,000 Swiss francs which translated into our 
money would meke a minimum price rather less than what Chapman is 
asking me for it,= $650. 

As I recall the Society has price catalogues of all the 
recent sales. I do not think it would be breaking any confidence if 
you should advise me what this coin sold for in the Hirsch salee Ap- 
parently, too, according to the Hirsch description the same coin ap- 
peared in two other sales. Has the Society data indicating the price 
for which the coin sold in these two sales? 

As soon as Dr. Hirsch reaches New York I am planning 
to come over and see some of his coins. I thought I would put ina 
day with him and at the Rooms of the Society. I think it is a very 
excellent suggestion that you make that I hold the coin a short time 
in order that I may be able to compare it with any examples which 
Hirsch brings. 

I hope I am not a nuisance; and my ignorance must plead 
as my only justification. I simply do not want to throw away several 
hundred dollars on a coin,- the only one I shall be likely to buy,- and 
then regret it all the rest of my coin-collecting days.

Permit me to acknowledge your letter 
of November 9th. The enclosed cut, which I am returning 
ot the Kimon decadrachm is a very beautiful coin but I am 
inclined to think the Chapman one is perhaps better. The 
female head on the Chapman coin,although not as well center= 
ed, is a clearer impression and less worne On the other 
side the Chapman quadrica is clearer and less worn but the 
charioteer on this coin is distinctly better. At all 
events it doesn't strike me,and I know my judgment is not 
of value in the matter,that this is worth twice as much 
as the Chapman coine At all events I will wait until I 
get the plaster cast so I can compare these two coins 
in detail. As I said before I probably will only buy 
one of tnese coins and I do not want to make a mistake 
that I will regret immediately. 


I have studied some of the Kimon deca- 
drachm and those of Euainetos in our Art Museum here and 
though not posing as an art critic it strikes me that the 
Buainetos types have quite as fine technique and show per- 
haps more action. So that I do not think I would be will- 
ing to pay considerably more for a coin of Kimon rather 
than of Buainetos.
